"The following are the an{wers taken in fhort hand, 
in M. Befeaval’s owa words, to the queltions put to 
him by-thié Court; on the firft day of his trial. 

« [have pafled 60 years.ia the fervice of Franee ; 
on my entrance into it, J took the oath of fidelity to 
the King, which all his troops owe him, I have had 
different. ences with the King’s Minitters, 
and in particular with M. Necker, relative to the 
city of Paris, the inhabitants comprehended in my 
government, and the fubliitence of the troops depend- 
ant on the directory of the council of war. 

« It never came to my knowledge, that any con- 
{piracy had been-formed again‘t the National Aflem- 

y, or againit the city of Parts. I never Knew the 
object of aembling the troops in the environs of the 
capital the knowledge of this belonged 'to- M. de 
Broglio, who was the Commender in Chief. 1 never 
caufed the wheat to be cut down in the eats I never 
fought to increafe the famine of the capital. 

 T have had fome correfpondence with M. de Lau- 
nay, the Governor of the Baitile, but never any other 
than fach as the commanding officer mult have with 
the officer pofted under him. 

4¢-Atthe memorable epocha of the r4th of July, I 
received a letter from M. de Pujet; Lieutenant of the 
Bailtile, which:demanded of me an order for the com-
